Survey Shows Inequity 
In State Workers' Pay

JE F F E R S O N CITY, Mo.,—Sal­ 
aries paid state officials and em ­ 
ployes in Missouri are low, as com­ 
pared with 13 other state includ­ 
ed in a survey completed this week 
by the staff of the Committee on 
Legislative Research. 
Undertaken in compliance with 
a resolution adopted by the Sen­ 
ate of the 1949 General Assembly, 
the survey shows: 
“That of the 14 states studied, 
Missouri ranks tenth in the level 
of salaries paid its employes. 
That employes under the m erit 
system receive a slightly lower 
average monthly salary than those 
not under its provisions. 
That some lack of uniformity 
exists between Misouri state agen­ 
cies in salary levels for positions 
designated as identical. 
That salaries fixed by statute 
vary widely in amount between 
states and between departm ents 
within states. 
Thirteen Midwestern states were 
chosen for comparison with Mi - 
souri in conducting the survey. 
They are Arkansas. Colorado. Illi­ 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Mich­ 
igan, Minnesota. Nebraska, Ohio. 
Oklahoma, Tennessee and Wiscon­ 
sin. 
In a report to the General As­ 
sembly including its findings and 
conclusions, 
the 
Committee 
on 
Legislative Research 
states that 
state government and its adm inis­ 
trative 
agencies 
have 
become 
steadily more complex and intri­ 
cate, requiring more employes, and 
that “securing 
properly 
train 
personnel in competition with p ri­ 
vate business has become a major 
difficulty.” 
“The m atter of adequate com­ 
pression for state employes.” the 
report continues, “ while only one 
of a series of related problems is. 
nevertheless, one of the most im­ 
portant. 
The major portion of the1 
administrative cost of state gov­ 
ernment is for salaries. State Leg­ 
islatures throughout the country 
are faced with the problem of 
determining equitable

highest average 
monthly salary 
paid in 20 positions common to 
all was $308.00 in Michigan. The 
lowest was $226.84 in Nebraska.

In the screening of 93,000 em ­ 
ployes reported, 14,250 were found 
to fall into 20 classifications com­ 
mon to all 14 states.

through Septem ber of this year. 
(3) You must fight in Europe 
as long as you can, no m atter how 
little you have.

whether the K rem lin is planning a 
deliberate

attack. 
This 
would be the most closely kept 
I secret in the most closely guarded 
country in the world. The best in­ 
te llig e n c e agencies in

tion. The best they hope for would

Survey Shows Inequity 
In State Workers7 Pay

JE F FE R S O N CITY, Mo.,— S al­ 
aries paid state officials and em ­ 
ployes in Missouri are low, as com ­ 
pared w ith 13 other state includ­ 
ed in a survey com pleted this w eek 
by the staff of the C om m ittee on 
Legislative Research. 
U ndertaken in com pliance w ith 
a resolution adopted by the S en ­ 
ate of the 1949 G eneral Assembly, 
the survey shows: 
“T hat of the 14 states studied, 
Missouri ranks tenth in the level 
of salaries paid its employes. 
T hat em ployes under the m erit 
system receive a 
slightly 
lower 
average m onthly salary than those 
not under its provisions. 
T hat some lack of uniform ity 
exists betw een Misouri state agen­ 
cies in salary levels for positions 
designated as identical. 
T hat salaries fixed by statute 
vary widely in am ount betw een 
states and betw een d ep artm en ts 
within states. 
T hirteen M idw estern states w ere 
chosen for com parison w ith Mi ­ 
souri in conducting the survey. 
T hey are A rkansas, Colorado, Illi­ 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, M ich­ 
igan, M innesota, N ebraska, Ohio, 
O klahom a, Tennessee and Wiscon­ 
sin. 
In a rejxrrt to the G eneral A s­ 
sem bly including its findings and 
conclusions, 
the

states that 
state governm ent and its ad m in is­ 
trative 
agencies 
have 
become 
steadily m ore com plex and in tri­ 
cate, requiring m ore employes, and 
that “securing

“The m atter of adequate com ­ 
pression for state em ployes,” the 
report continues, “ while only one 
of a series of related problem s is.

The m ajo r portion of the 
adm inistrative cost ot state g ov­ 
ernm ent is for salaries. S tate L eg­ 
islatures throughout the country
